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California eggs 
may be exported 


Twelve per cent of 
California's eggs will be 
shipped out of the country 
beginning April 28. if the 
emergency achon is approved 
by the state Secretary of 
Agriculture 

The California Egg Advisory 
Board. located in Sacramento 
and operated under the 
authority of the director of the 
California Director of Food and 
Agriculture, voted on the 
measure Tuesday 

A necessary three-quarters 
Majority vote was obtained and 
the egg diversion plan 


California-egg producers are 
currently losing six cents on 
every dozen eggs they sell 
according to several local 
poultry authorities 

Paul Faber, senior marketing 
specialist with the Federal 
State Dairy and Poultry Market 
News, said it is costing the 
state's egg producers 45.8 
cents to produce a dozen large 
eggs and they're getting only 
38.5 or 3 cents a dozen when 
they sell them 

The price of feed seems to be 
the unsolvable problem, but it 
is dropping, according to Bruce 
Hettle, assistant manager of 
the Poultrymens Cooperative 
Association in Riverside 

However, on Wednesday, the 
price of eggs dropped three 
cents to the large dozen too, so 
the producers are in the same 
boat, even with a decrease in 
feed prices 

“Feed costs have come down 
a little, so production costs will 
come down,” said Faber, ‘‘but 
it hasn't come down far enough 
to offset what they're (the egg 
producers) losing.’ 


The emergency action by the 
Egg Advisory Board sas taken 
tw reduce the number of eggs m 
California. Because of the 
Surplus situation, egg 
producers cant get higher 
prices for their products 

The eggs will be removed 
from the country. completely 
out of the United States market 
explained Hettle. But, the eggs 
will not be destroyed Someone 
will get them. he added 

Everybody has a base.” he 
explained. “This will apply to 
some producers and not to 
others. Everybody will be 
atiected differently. The fellow 
that is over-expanded is in more 
trouble than the fellow who 
staved within norma! bounds 

Hettle said the diversion

It is an arrangement that 
sometimes creates confusion 

For example, if a new soccer 
team wants to use a field 
lotated next to a city’ school, 
does the league president go to 
the school principal, Upland 
School District or city 
recreation director? 

A proposal designed to cut 
through the organizational 
disunity that prevents 
maximum use of recreation 
land in the city — regardless of 
what government entity 
“owns” it — is presently before 
school district Supt. Bill R. 
Plaster. 

Plaster, Recreation Director 
Fred Taunton and 8. Lee 
Travers, director of 
administrative services, have 
held various meeting in recent 
months in an attempt to 
develop a joint city recreation 
program 

An outgrowth of the meetings 
has been a proposal by Taunton 
to ‘create an administrator's 
position that will serve both the 
Upland City Council and Upland 
School District trustees. 

The new community services 
administrator will provide 
citizens with information on 
available parks, meeting 
rooms, recreation classes and 


that the joint recreation 
program include a director of 
volunteer services, who would 
bring together volunteers and 
groups and individuals in need 
of assistance 

At present, the most 
important factor to be worked 
out is the funding for the two 
administrators and other staff 
positions needed under the 
proposal 

Taunton estimated it would 
cost the city $11 444 for the first 
year of the joint program. He 
couldn't say what it would cost 
the school district, but noted 
the district would stay within 
its $45,000 community services 
budget 

An immediate result of the 
joint program would be to 
provide recreation leaders at 
each school site. The year- 
round program is expected to 
run from 3 to 5 pm. each 
afternoon
